In speaking of her troubles yester- 
day, Mire La Rue siated that the 
crime with which she charged Wilkes

before 3 o'clock hurried her down to 
the Southern California Savings Bank, 
where she wrote him a check for $500. 
Me tore up the check on the ground 
that he would have to be identified to 
have it cashed, and told her to draw a 
check herself, have it cashed and give 
him the money, which she did. In re- 
ply to her question as to whether she 
would get anything for the money. she 
says he wrote an I. 0. U. on the back 
of a bank slip and gave it to her. 

She declares he promised to bring the 
bank stock to her the next day, and 
has promised to do it about every day 
since, but still she has nothing but 

Some time after the deal in 
the bank she went to his office, which 
Was then in room 402 Stimson Block. 
and he told her there was some trouble 
out the bank stock, and he would 
have to go to New York to see about it. 

Y. he started for New York, 

never got there, according to Miss 
La Rue. The next she heard of him 
‘was at Indianapolis, where he drew on 
her for $60. A few days later he turned 
up at Kansas City, and drew on her 
there for $100, but she paid neither of 
these drafts, although he sent her 
many urgent telegrams to protect the 
drgfts eo he could be in a position to 
make good the bank stock.

where he could make $400 or $500 a 
week, and would pay her ddaim in two 
weeks.

One of the Organizers of that Great 
Institution, the Associated Chari- 
ties—-She Gave Years of Her Life 
te the Service of the Poor—Was a 
Pioneer of Los Angeles. 


Mre. Hannah Graves Bath died at 
the Good Samaritan Hospital at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, worn cut 
with her work for the poor of this city. 

Her death was due to too close con- 
finement as a volunteer worker in the 
Associated Charities of Los Angeles.

She was one of the founders of the 
organization and for years had given 
her services as one of the office force. 
Last August, her h.alth ebbed so low 
that she was obliged to drop out of 
active work, which she did with ex- 
press ons of esteem ad tokens of re- 
membrance from every charitable or- 
ganization in the city. 

Mra. Bath was one of the nizers 
of the pioneer Ladies Aid Society and 
later on the Associated Charities. 
Much of the success of this great or- 
ganization was due to her fine execu- 
tive ability and sturdy loyalty. 

For many years she was at her desk 
in the office as faithfully as a hired 
superintendent, t king nothing for her 
ser vices. 

The organization is now on a firm 
basis needing, only skillful direction, 
but Mrs. Bath supplied rauch of the 
courage and the vigor that boosted it 
through the trials of ite early days. 

She was known to every important 
business man in the city and her word 
carried weight among the charitable 
societies all over the country. 

She was one of the pioneers of Los 
Angeles, having come to Caiifornia 
with her father and mother around 
Cape Horn fifty-two years ago when 
she was a little girl eight years old. 
Her name was Hannah Graves. 

The Graves family were sturdy 
Maine folks, Hannah being born in 
Kennebec Countv, Maine, 

It was the gold fever that brought 
them out here. For some years they 
lived among the gold camps of North- 
ern California, drifting south into 
Santa Cruz county and finally to Los 
Angeles. 

This e 4 was then a little Mexican 
pueblo. ey went pretty far into the 
suburbs for those days, settling at the 
corner of Fifth. and Hil streets where 
the Hotel Willoughby now stands. 

Hannah Graves was married to A. I. 
Bath who died ‘ast week. 

She leaves a sister, Mrs. F. G. Geb- 
hard, of No. 615 South Figueroa street 
and a niece, Mrs. J. J. Meyler, the 
widow of Capt. Meyl.r, U.S.A. 

Both were with her yesterday when 
she died,

deciared by physicians to be 
free of leprous taint, Chung suffered 
—4 8 of the unfortunates of Mo- 


From the top of his closely-shaven 
head to the soles of his sandaled feet. 
hie yellow skin bus assumed the hue 
of the epidermis of an extremely dark 
negro. 


Chung’s affliction fret was noticed 
six months ago, when numerous erup- 
tions appeared on his face and body. 
They multiplied until he was literally 
covered with sores. He was a fright- 
ful object. 

At that time Chung was employed 
on a ranch near Wilmington. He drove 
into Los Angeles occasionally with a 
load of Vegetables. 

As the affection of the skin grew 
mare troublesome and his face swelled 
with the inflammation, other China- 
men began to look with suspicion on 
Chung. 

Instead of greeting him heartily in 
the early morning hours as he drove to 
the market at Third street and Cen- 
tral avenue, they assailed him with 
taunts. They would not sit with him 
at table at the restaurants of China- 
town. They boycotted the eating 
houses where Chung obtained food, 
finally driving the proprietors of those 
places to deny admittance to the un- 
fortunate. 

From this spra a systematic per- 
secution that would drive any one bu 
a Stoic to suicide. 
Every time Chung dorve into the 
market he was beset by a horde of his 
countrymen, who barked and snapped 
like a pack of hungry wolves. 

1 r.“ they cried, and “leper,” or 
the Chinese equivalent thereof, was 
@inned into poor Chung’s ears at every 
turn of the . 

Chung suffered a the cruel 
torture of his skin. bore 


tiently. 

He tried to laugh down the pestifer- 
ous tactics of those who had been his 
friends. He told them he did not have 
leproay. They would not believe. 

Then Chung called on Dr. Powers of 
the health department, who diagnosed 
the case as one of eczema. 
The persecution continued day after 
day, even after this verdict had been 
announced, until, early one morning «4 
few weeks ago. the Chinese frequent- 
ers of the market barred Chung s en 
trance to the place.
